EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Claims 54, 56-61, 63-69, 71-79, and 81-88 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 54, 56-61 , 63-69, 71-79, and 81-88 are allowable over the prior art for at 
least the reason the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest each of two motor 
control processors each comprising a position register, the register storing a calculated 
actual extent of motor movement, wherein each motor control processor provides its 
register contents to the command processor, the command processor translating the 
register contents into telescope angular displacement about the corresponding axis to 
calculate thereby a present telescope position. 

Bigler et al. (U.S. Patent 5,912,541) discloses, in part, first and second motor 
portions, each portion including a motor having a rotatable shaft, an incremental

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encoder coupled to the motor shaft, the encoder outputting signals corresponding to an 
amount of movement of its respective motor, and an intelligent motor control processor; 
and a command processor operatively coupled to the motor portions. However, the 
motor control processors does not provide the command processor with contents of a 
position register and the command processor does not translate the contents of any 
position register into telescope angular displacement. 

Neither Gagnon (U.S. Patent 4,764,881) nor Krewalk et al. (U.S. Patent 
4,682,091) has a command processor that translates the contents of two position 
registers into telescope angular displacement.
